It  Is  a  soien- 
tlflo  center  for  research  in  the  field  of  general  and  specific  epidemiology 
of  Infectious  diseases.  The  exploitation  of  complex  antl-epldsmlo  and  pro¬ 
phylactic  measures  directed  toward  the  reduction  and  eradication  of  Infec¬ 
tious  diseases  In  the  USSR  are  Included  In  the  aims  of  the  Institute. 

At  the  Institute,  approval  will  be  given  to  bacterial  and  viral  prepara¬ 
tions,  and  scientiflaally  baaed  principles  for  the  organisation  of  the  sanltary- 
epldemlologloal  service  to  the  population  will  be  worked  out.

The  picture  accompanying  this  article  shows  a  plastic  powder  Insuf¬ 
flator  with  a  filter  —  an  apparatus  for  the  individual  application  of  medi¬ 
cal  powders.  It  is  proposed  by  the  Institute  of  Virology  Imeni  0.  I. 

Ivanovskiy  of  the  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences  USSR.  It  will  be  manufactured 
by  the  Kasan'  Medloal  Instrument  Flant  and  sold  by  the  pharmaoeutloal  network. 
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Serum  and  medical  poHders  are  Inhaled  into  the  naaal  eavltlea.  The 
filter  does  not  allow  large  grains  of  powder  to  enter  the  respiratory  pas¬ 
sages  4  The  mucous  membrane  is  evenly  covered  by  a  thin  layer  of  the  prep¬ 
aration.  The  application  of  medical  powders  and  anti-influensa  serum  with 
the  aid  of  this  device  is  highly  effective  as  the  medical  substances  are 
carried  immediately  to  the  site  of  the  penetration  of  the  infection. 

12.  Quality  of  Scientific  Ecuiment  Criticised 

"V/hy  Do  Machines  Get  Out  of  Order?"  by  E.  Bdlkin.  student  of  First 

Leningrad  Medical  Institute;  Moscow.  Meditainskaya  Qaaeta.  18  Oct

In  our  century  it  is  hard  to  imagine  medicine  without  the  use  of  elsc- 
tileal  dinical-diagnostic  devices.  Therefore,  the  question  of  their  relia¬ 
bility  is  disturbing  to  a  wide  circle  of  physicians.  It  is  no  secret  that 
some  devices  put  on  the  market  by  Soviet  industry  sometimes  fail  at  the 
most  crucial  moment. 

Prof  Yu.  I.  Dan'ko,  head  of  the  Chair  of  Therapeutic  Physical  Culture 
and  Medical  Control  of  the  First  Leningrad  Medical  Institute,  received  per¬ 
mission  to  purchase  a  tele-electrocardiograph  "TBK-I,"  costing  1,900  rubles. 

It  would  enable  the  chair  to  study  the  electrocardiograms  of  athletes  in 
training  idthout  entangling  them  in  a  network  of  vires.  The  apparatus 
worked  fine  until  the  athletes  began  to  jump  and  run;  then  it  gave  the  most 
fantastic  readings. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  Moscow  !lant  of  Electro  Medical  Apparatus  re¬ 
questing  that  a  repairman  be  sent  as  soon  as  possible.  After  2  months  he 
arrived  in  Leningrad  and  left  4  days  later,  leaving  a  statement  which  reads 
"The  apparatus  'TTinui'  is  not  suitable  for  use,  and  all  efforts  to  repair  it 
under  the  conditions  of  the  institute  xrere  in  vain  because  of  concealed  plant 
deficiencies  vhloh  vrere  impossible  to  detect  in  view  of  the  lack  of  a  control 
apparatus." 

The  apparatus  was  convoyed  to  Moscow.  L.  S,  Ageyev,  head  of  the  Division 
of  Technical  Control  of  the  plant  "EMA,"  told  the  institute's  representative 
that  the  All-Union  Scientific  Research  Institute  of  Medical  Equipment  and  In¬ 
struments  was  to  blame.  The  drawings  which  they  sent  to  the  plant  wore  in¬ 
complete,  Due  to  the  incomplete  drawings,  the  first  TRK-1  failed.  A  number 
of  improvements  xrore  then  incorporated  into  the  design,  but  nevertheless,  out 
of  the  15  now  TEK-1's  of  the  e^qierimental  series,  5  were  no  good. 

The  author  of  the  article  alleges  that  defects  in  the  organisation  of 
labor  in  the  "EMA"  plant  have  ruined  the  quality  of  its  work.  Meanwhile, 
this  plant  and  the  Moscow  "Red  Guard"  Plant  are  putting  electrocardiographs 
on  the  market.

The  Department  of  Polar  Medicine  of  the  Main  Adninletratlon  of  the 
Northern  Sea  Route  sent  equipment  and  drugs  via  diesel  ships  and  airplanes 
to  Its  medical  sections  In  various  localities  In  the  Arctic,  X-ray  diagnos¬ 
tic  apparatus,  eleotrothermometers.  Inhalers,  DT-2  equipment  for  artificial 
respiration,  and  other  equipment  Is  being  sent  to  Dlkson  Island  and  the  Bay

The  medical  section  of  the  Bay  of  Tlksl  received  a  RUM-5  X-ray  machine, 
an  electrocardiograph,  a  shadow-free  lamp  with  emergenoy  light,  a  quarts 
mercury  vapor  unit,  and  othw  equipment  for  physical  therapy.

The  All-Russian  Conference  of  Public  Health  Workers  was  recently  con¬ 
cluded  In  Moscow,  It  had  dlsoussed  the  fulfillment  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Central  Committee  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Ministers  USSR,  "On  Measures  for 
the  Further  Improvement  of  the  Medical  Service  and  the  Protection  of  the 
Health  of  the  Population  of  the  USSR,"  The  following  statistics  were  cited 
by  V.  V.  Trofimov,  Minister  of  Public  Health  RSFSR,  in  his  address; 

In  the  Soviet  Union  there  are  21  physicians  for  each  10,000  people.

In  the  RSFSR  Is  69  years.  The  rate  of  child  mortality  has  been  reduced  to 
9,51(  of  that  In  prerevolutionary  times.  In  the  RSFSR  during  the  last  3  years, 
70  stomatologlosi  institutes  and  1,290  pharmacies  have  been  opened,  and  the 
number  of  hospital  bsds  has  increased  by  nearly  200,000.

pational  Diseases,  celebrated  his  70th  birthday  bn  22  November  1963.  An 
eminent  specialist  in  the  field  of  occupational  dezmtology  in  the  USSR, 

Shapiro  is  the  author  of  112  spientifio  works.  Of  special  interest  is  his 
monograph  on  skin  diseases,  in  the  ooal,  aniline  dye,  and  machine  building 
industries, 

D.  D.  Shapiro  has  studied  in  detsdl  the  etiology,  pathogenesis,  and 
olinieal  action  of  coal  tar.  and  its  derivatives  on  the  skin  (their  irrita¬ 
tion,  photodynamic,  and  carcinogenic  properties)  and  discovered  fractions 
of  coal  tar  possessing  cancer-producing  properties.  As  a  result  of  his  re¬ 
search,  a  protective  paste  was  proposed  for  work  with  photodynamic  substances. 

D.  D.  Shapiro  experimentally  studied  the  changes  in  the  immunological 
condition  of  an  orgatdsm  during  the  action  of  carcinogenic  chemical  substances 
and  proposed  a  method  of  revealing  early  immunological  changes  during  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  carcinogen  for  early  diagnosis,  prophylaxis,  and  therapy  in  a  preoan- 
oerous  condition. 

For  many  years  D.  D.  Shapiro  has  worked  on  the  problems  of  allergy  and 
the  skin.  On  the  basis  of  a  number  of  theoretical  questions  that  developed 
in  the  course  of  his  experiments,  he  proposed  and  promoted  the  widespread 
introduotion  into  practice  of  a  preparation  for  the  treatment  of  eozema  and 
other  allergic  conditions  —  a  universal,  general  purpose  desensitizer.  Tb 
raise  the  standards  for  the  selection  of  workers  entering  chemical  enterprises, 
D.  D.  Shapiro  proposed  a  single,  general  purpose  test  with  dinitroehloroben- 
zene,  which  has  been  adopted  in  many  chemical  plants  in  the  Ukraine  with  posi¬ 
tive  results.

I.  A.  Benediktov  of  the  USSR  and  the  Minister  of  Public  Health  of  India, 

Mrs  Sushila  Nayyar,  in  accordance  viith  which  the  Soviet  Union  will  continue 
to  render  help  to  India  in  the  eradication  of  epidemic  diseases. 

During  1964-1965,  the  Soviet  Union  will  present  India  with  a  gift  of 
250  million  doses  of  antismallpox  vaccine.  Together  with  200  million  doses 
given  earlier,  there  tdll  bo  enough  of  this  drug  —  so  important  to  India  — 
to  vaccinate  nearly  the  entire  population  of  the  country. 

At  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  letters,  Sushila  Nayyar  announced  that 
the  Soviet  gift  xd.ll  permit  a  widespread  vaccination  campaign  in  all  the 
Indian  states.  Mrs  Nayyar  remarked  that  up  to  the  present,  there  has  been 
no  instance  when  the  planned  supplies  of  Soviet  drugs  were  delayed  or  failed 
to  arrive.  The  Soviet  vaccine  will  act  much  more  effectively  than  the  means 
used  previously.

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Declassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1. 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified.  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
